Elopes With Actress. 

Last December he became acquaintcd 
with Thelma Gillion, whose stage name 
is Helen Barton. Her home is in Mounr 
Vernon, Ind., but she has liyed in dif- 
ferent cities. He became infatuated 
with her, and she convinced him that 
she wanted to quit the stage. March, ol 
they were married and started west on 
the money entrusted to Schuk. 

From Kansas City Schulz telegraphed 
to C. Herbling, another student, that 
he had been married, and asked him 
to sell Schulz’s effects. A warrant 
charging embezzlement was issued 
Schulz’s father was notified of the 
elopement, but not of the embezzlement. 
fie learned of this when he came to 
St. Louis. 

Schulz was unable to obtain employ- 
ment in Denver,. amil.spent .all the 
money. In his straits’ ‘he wrote to 
Carl Schultz, another student, who owed 
him $3, and asked him to send _ the 
money to him in care of the generul 
delivery at Denver. When Schulz called 
there in the hope of receiving the 
money, he was arrested.

Schulz is tall and slender, of the 
intellectual type, with blue eyes and 
light hair, worn pompadour. He ad- 
mits making the money and is penitent 
He said he did not know what he would 
do. Everything was in his father’s 
hands. He hoped he would be paroled. 

Schulz’s wife, when she left him Fri- 
day night, said. she would go to the 
Portland Hotel. When the elder Schulz 
sought her there, Saturday morning, 
to submit his probation proposition to 
her, she was not there and could not 
be found at any of the other places 
where she had formerly stayed.

FOR THE RAISERS 
ONLY DAUGHTER 


German Princess Becomes Bride 
of Duke’s Son After Im- 
posing Procession. 


ESCORTED BY ROYALTIES 


Battery Fires Salute as Rings Are 
Exchanged at Altar in 
Palace Chapel. 


By Associated Press, 

BERLIN, May 24.—Princess Vic- 
toria Luise of Prussia, only daugh- 
ter of the German Emperor, was mar- 
rieqd to Prince Ernest August of Cum- 
berland with the rites of the Luther- 
an Church at 5 o’clock this evening. 

The ceremony, which took place in 
the Royal Chapel of the Imperial 
Castle, seals the reconciliation be- 
tween the cethroned House of Hano- 
ver and the House of Hohenzollern, 
the wealthiest families in the Empire. 

The presence of the three most 
powerful sovereigns of Europe—the 
German Emperor, the Russian Em- 
peror and the British King-Emperor 


—on terms of intimate friendship, | 


made the event a demonstration of 
international good will. 

The civil ceremony was performed 
half an hour earlier in the Great 
Electors’ Hall, a small room in the 
most ancient part of thé castle. It 
was attended by only the immediate 
families. of the bride and groom. 

A choir cf men and boys was sta- 
tioned in the high gallery encircling 
the chapel just below the dome where 
they sang hymns unaccompanied ;by 
instrumental music. 

Several Americans Present. 

Ir. the meantime the guests who were 
to attend the religious services had as- 
sembled in the octagonal chapel at the 
other end of the castle. The room was 
richly decorated with flowers. 

Among the guests were the United 
States Ambassador, John G., A. Leish- 
man, and his wife and daughter; Jo- 
seph C. Grew, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Embassy, and his wife; Capt. Al- 
bert Niblack, American naval attache; 
Miss Yvette Borup of New York, who 
was a schoolmate of the bride at the 
Empress Augusta Institute, and a dozen 
excited schoolgirls whom the young 
Princess insisted on inviting at the 
last moment in return for a personally 
embroidered present. 

At the conclusion of the civil cere- 
mony the bridal procession was mar- 
shaled into line by Count August Zu 
Eulenburg, Grand Marshal of the im- 
perial court, and then proceeded the 
whole length of the castle through a 
long series of state apartments to the 
royal chapel. It was led by the bridal 
couple, the Princess’ train being borne 
by four of her girl friends. Prince 
Ernest August of Cumberland was 
dressed in Prussian Hussar uniform. 

After them came Emperor William 
with the Duchess of Cumberland. Then 
followed in order the Duke of Cumber- 
land with the German Empress, the 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia with Queen 
Mary of England; King Gearge of En- 
gland with Crown Princess Cecflie, the 
Emperor William’s sons with their con- 
sorts and 50 or more Princes and Prin- 
cesses of the royal blood. 


Simple Lutheran Rite. 

Dr. Ernest Drysander, the Grand 
Chaplain of the court, who had bap- 
tized Princess Victoria Luise and pre- 
pared her for her confirmation, said 
the ceremony, which was the simple 
Lutheran rite. He then delivered the 
customary address of advice and ad- 
monition to the newly married couple. 

As the rings were exchanged before 
the altar, a battery of artillery sta- 
tioned outside the castle fired the royal 
salute. 


When the Prince and Princess with 
Emperor William and’ Empress ami 
the Duke and Duchess of Cumberland 
returned to the white hall of the castie, 
where they received the congratulations 
of the guests while seated beneath a 
canopy at a small table. The guests 
defiled past them making profound 
bows and curtseys. 

A state banquet is to be given at tHe 
castle this evening, followed by the his- 
toric “‘torch dance” and the distribu- 
tion to the guests of souvenir “gar 
ters." These are in the form of silk 
ribbons bearing the bride’s initials and 
the date in gold letters, which modern 
delicacy has substituted for the pieces 
of the bride’s garter, formerly cut up 
and distributed by the Princes of the 
royal family on the points of their 
swords. : 


Honeymoon in Hunting Lodge. 

The bridal couple will leave immedi- 
ately after the dance for the Emperor's 
hunting seat at Hubertusstok, north of 
Berlin, where they will pass the first 
week of their honeymoon, then going 
for a fortnight to the Duke of Cumber- 
land’s hunting castle near Gmuonden. 

The wedding day opened dark and 
overcast and a penetrating drizzle 
made movement along the streets dis- 
agveeable. 

From an early hour the streets were 
alive with people. Protected by rain- 
coats and umbrellas, they watched the 
constant passing of brilliantly uniformed 
attendants on the many royal person- 
ages gathered here for the ceremony. 

Every house was bung with bunting 
and at most of the windows were 
bunches of evergreens. Bright-colored 
flowers graced porches and balconies. 
The many palaces and public offices had 
hoisted their largest flags and when

MERCURY BY ERROR 


Hospital 
Case Parallel to That of Bank- 
er Walker of Georgia. 


CHICAGO, May 24.—Mistaking bi- 
choride of mercury tablets for aspirin, 
as did B. Sanders Walker, the Macon, 
Ga., banker, W. I. McCutcheon of 
6604 Normal avenue, today swallowed 
three grains of the poison, thereby 
presenting to physicians at the 
Washington Park Hospital a task 
which Banker Walker's doctors found 
beyond their skill. 

McCutcheon swallowed three tab- 
lets of one grain each. Banker 
Walker, who died after an illness of a 
week, swallowed seven grains of the 
drug. 

Two grains of bichloride of mercury 
are said to be a fatal dose, but physi- 
cians at the Washington Park Hospi- 
tal, headed by Dr. G. A., Hass of 6055 
Calumet avenue, began a battle for Mc- 
ae pz life, which they said they 

10ped would be successful. 

McCutcheon searched in the medicine 


to check an incipient cold. He found a 
box which he thought contained the as- 
pirin, but after he had swallowed three 
of the tablets, he felt a burning sen- 
sation in his throat. He re-examined 
the box and discovered that he had 
taken three one-grain bichloride of mer- 
cury tablets. 

McCutcheon raised an alarm in the 
household and Dr. Hass was called. 
He immediately ordered the patient to 
the hospital. 

McCutcheon is an automobile man. He 
had arranged to enter the service of 4 
firm of dealers in electric cars June 1. 

“McCutcheon called me up at about 
10 o’clock this morning and then he 
came over to see me,” said Dr. Hass. 
“I diagnosed his case as mercurial polr 
ining. He told me that he was out las. 
night and was not feeling well, and. a 
friend gave the tablets to him and told 
him to take them and he would feel 
better, he said. 

‘It will require three or four days to 
determine the effects of the poison.”

Nellie Leonard, 14 years old, 
a little mother to six younger 
and sisters since her mother died, three

months ago. She has been so painstak- 
ing with her little charges and so en- 
ergetic in caring for their three-room 
home at 1837 O'Fallon street that the 
neighbors enthusiastically refer to her 
as “the best little housekeeper in the 
world.”’ 

Nellie told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that she feels well paid for her 
continuous toil because her care has 
prevented the youngsters from being 
sent to. an Orphan’s Home or beconi- 
ing separated. In her dying moments 
her mother expressed sorrow because 
her husband could not afford to employ 
a housekeeper from his meager salary 
and the children probably would have 
to be placed in an institution. 

Darns Stockings Daily. 

The “little mother’ darns stocking. 
an hour each morning to Keep up with 
the holes worn and torn by the active 
youngsters in their romps. She said her 
greatest task is to keep the two older 
boys off the streets and make thein 
play where she can keep a watchful eye 
on them. 

She is going to write a letter to Mayor 
Kiel as soon as she gets a little spare 
time, she said, asking him to give her 
father a city job, so that he can earn

Her father, Martin Leonard, 38 years 
old, works in a box factory and earns

pneumonia, an hour after the birth of 
her daughter. She left seven children 
besides the baby, of which Nellie is 
the oldest. After the funeral at St. 
Bridget’s Church and burial in Cal- 
vary Cemetery, Nellie’s father, broken 
in spirit, sat in the home and consideted 
the placing of the children in an in- 
stitution, as suggested*by his dying 
wife. 

“Don’t you worry, father,” Nellie said 
when she saw that he was worried; 
“vou go to work and I will take care 
of the children. We will get alongs 
somehow.” 

And since then they have “got 
along.” To enable them to “get 
along” Nellie gave up her job as a 
milliner’s apprentice at $2 a week and 
began to learn how to cook and keep 
house by practice.

The opera house was a scene of be- 
wildering brilliancy. The air was filled 
with the perfume of more than 100,009 
flowers used to decorate the entire in- 
terior. Gorgeous Malmaison, royal re‘ 
roses and carnations were used all oves 
the house. The royal box and tier and 
the tier above it occupied by thé lesser 
nobility were aflash and a-glitter witna 
a magnificent display of the oldest fam- 
ily jewels of three empires. 

The opera directors outdid themselves 
in the presentation of the first act, 
done at the request of the royal bride- 
to-be. The Kaiser made personal com- 
ment in praise of the performance. 
Precedent does not allow of applause 
in the Kaiser’s opera house, but had 
it been permissible, Griswold, the Amer- 
ican, would surely have received an ova- 
tion for his singing of the ‘King’s 
Narrative.’’ 

Duke Vetoes Gift of Auto,

Some of the states 
have passed primary laws, and others 
will pass them, that are not in ha-r- 
mony with the rule, and some provi- 
sions must be made that will remove 
the conflict.. We content ourselves by 
stating what seems to be an obvious 
Conciusicn: That we must either accept | 
these primary laws or we shall have no 
Republican fvullowing,. in the _§ states 
which have enacted them. 

“We believe that it is more logical 
that Republican National Committee-, 
men should assume office prior rather 
than subsequent to future regular 
Republican national conventions. We 
belleve that some method should be 
devised and put into effect before the 
next regular Republican. convention 
whereby the unhappy contests which 
have marked the seating of delegates 
in past conventions should tbe reduced 
to a minimum and settled without, 
heat and partisanship, whi@® have. so 
often marked them. 

“We have pointed out these mat- 
ters in order to show how essential 
it is that there should be readjust- 
ment prior .to the call of the conven- 
tion of 1916, indeed prior to the cam- 
paign of 1914. The country ought to 
know before there is another align- 
ment that these changes have been 
made.

That thief 
was no. other than the judge himself, 
to whom the mother had been married 
years before, but repudiated by him be- 
fore the birth of this daughter, of 
whose existence he was entirely igno- 
rant until the fact was revealed by the 
mother in a pitiful plea for help in dire 
need. 
After a trial marked by singular un- 
fairness tb the lawyer and the prison- 
er, the judge imposes a severe prison 
sentence on her, when, in presence of 
the assembled spectators she addresses 
him as her father. In this revelation

Wakes,” by Stanley Houghton. It 
is distinctively for the new theaters and 
consequently caviare to the general. 
Constructively, it follows the conven- 
tions of the modern problem plays, hav- 
ing a minimum of action and getting 
movement only out of the shifting of 
characters in the duel of conversation. 
Fanny Hawthorn, a weaver in the mills 
at Hindle’s, in Lancashire, England, 
goes away on a pleasure jaunt during 
the Wakes—a sort of holiday time in 
Lancashire. When she _ returns, her 
mother, who is none too confident of her 
daughter’s rectitude, traps her into the 
adigssion that she has spent several 
days in the sole company of Alan Jeff- 
cote, the young son of her employer. 
At once the girl’s mother decides Alan 
must be made to marry Fanny. Alan’s 
father agrees that his boy must set’ her 
right before the world. Alan’s mother 
is much against Fanny and her claim 
and begs that her son be allowed to 
marry Beatrice, the daughter of a bar- 
onet. Beatrice herself, through a cer- 
tain jealousy of Fanny that she could 
so influence her betrothed, releases Alan 
guite finally. After all concerned are 
made most unhappy (with the exception 
of Fanny’s parents, who ill conceal their 
pleasure at their daughter’s good for- 
tune in getting a husband so well-to-do) 
Fanny herself refuses to be “set right” 
with the world. She tells Alan the af- 
fair between them was as casual on her 
part as on his and that he is far from 
being her ideal man. In fact, she won't 
have him. The play is a much broader 
presentation of the conventions of the 
sexes as the English see them than is 
“The Eldest Son,’”’ by John Galsworthy, 
in which almost the same situation is 
treated. (Luce.)

Yet, is there any reason why the charter of 
this. city, declaring its organic purposes and 

powers, might not be so briefly and so clearly 
stated that any man or woman possessing a com- 
mon school education can understand it? 

We Americans are strong on written consti- 
tutions. A city’s charter is its constitution— 
ita grant of working authority from the sovereign 
State. We like to attempt to provide, in our writ- 
ten constitutions, for every possible contingency, 
present and future—forgetting that the future will 
certainly evolve new contingencies, new needs, 
which we cannot possibly forecast. 

It seems to me the German cities, with their 
brief, succinct charters, confined to a general 
statement of purposes and powers, manifest more 
wisdom than our long, dry, highly technical, in- 
finitely detailed city charters, just as the German 
city governments infinitely surpass our city gov- 
ernments in procuring for their citizen-stock- 
holders security of life, health and property. 

One point which Mayor Kiel made in his ad- 
dress to the Freeholders Wednesday afternoon 
apparently was not noted by the newspaper men 
present to report the meeting. It was, in my 
opinion, a point well worth consideration—per- 
haps more so that anything else that was said 
on that occasion. The Mayor said, in substance, 
that- while he approved of employing technically 
trained men to do expert work in city depart- 
ments, he none the less believed it would be dis- 
astrous to confide entire responsibility for a city 
government to men of that class. He believed 
the best government would be obtained where the 
special knowledge of technically trained experts 

-eould be combined with, even subordinated to, 
the shrewd common sense of just average men 
coming directly from the masses of the people 
and presumptively well acquainted with the de- 
sires of the masses. 

- Mayor Kiel stated as his beHef precisely what 


-~\ the German cities have worked out in practice, 


with results far beyond any obtained by city ad- 
ministrators in other countries. 

In my own remarks to the Freeholders I laid 
down some rough main outlines for a charter 
which would make its possessor a free and effi- 


‘ ae - elent business institution. In shaping those out- 
lines I drew upon my study of the German, the 


_ British and the American municipal systems, 


pose coral sq far as the circumstances of St. Louis 


will permit, the most successful features of each

possession which may be of service here. Merely

tured to reduce to writing, to be spread before 

~ the Post-Dispatch’s big army of readers, my sug- 

gestions for a city charter which should state 
the city’s organic purposes and powers, and stop 
there; which should be so simple in form that all 
can understand it, and which should make the 


- ¢ity government free to bring St. Louis’ munici- 


‘pal management up to a level with that of the 
world’s most progressive cities. 

Here it is: 

ARTICLE I. 
Corporate Name, Powers and Boundary. 

Section 1. The inhabitants of all that district,

Section 2—Corporate Limits and Boundaries. 
(Same as defined in the existing charter, except 
that ward lines are abolished.) 

ARTICLE II. 
Organization of the Uitr Government. 

Section 1. The clective officers of the City of 
St. Louis shall be a Mayor and 12 Councilmen, all 
to be chosen in a nonpartisan primary from the; 
city at large. 

The Mayor shall be elected for a term of six 
years; he shall be eligible to one or more re- 
elections; he shall be paid a salary of $25,000 a 
year; he shall be the cltief executive officer of 
the city and shall devote his whole time to its 
service. 

The Councilmen shall be elected for terms of 
six years; provided, that of the 12 Councilmen 
first chosen four shall serve six-year terms, four 
shall serve four-year terms and four shall serve 
two-year terms; and that thereafter four, or one- 
third of the whole number of Councilmen, shall 
be elected every two years, for six-year terms. 
Each Councilman shall be paid a salary of $6000 
a year and shall be required to devote his whole 
time to the city’s service. - : 

The. Council shall appoint its own committees, 
each committee to have direct supervision of one 
or more departments of the city’s administrative 
departments. o> 

The Mayor shall appoint, on recommendation 
of Council committees. charged with supervision 
of such departments, the active executive heads 
of all departments of the city’s business, except- 
ing only the Department of Public Education as 
hereinafter provided. These appointments shall 
not require to be confirmed by the Council as a 
whole. 

It shall be the duty of the City Council, first 


.to be chosen under this charter, to, establish by 


ordinance within six months from the date of 
their taking office a City Civil Service Commis- 
sion. It shall be the duty of this commission 
thereafter, as speedily as possible, to establish 
all departmental and other non-elective officers 
and employes of the city on the merit system 
basis; and thereafter all appointments to and 
removals from the departmental and other city 
services, excepting only the active executive head 
of each such department, shall be made only un- 
der the merit system. 

The Council shall have power, and it shall be 
its duty, to employ at the head of each city de- 
partment the best qualified expert manager who 
can be found for the place, whether he be a res- 
ident of St. Louis or not, and the Council shall 
have power to fix the salary of such heads of de- 
partments in accordance with the facts govern- 
ing in each case. 

The Council shall have the power to make and 
enact all necessary rules, regulations and ordi- 
nances for the government of fhe city, for the 
administration of its public services and insti- 
tutions; for the regulation of privately owned 
public utilities; for the collection and disburse- 
ment of municipal revenues, and for all other 
purposes, not inconsistent with the general laws 
of the Constitution of the State of Missouri; pro- 
vided, that all ordinances, rules and regulations 
enacted and made under the last preceding char- 
ter of the City of St. Louis shall be and continue 
in force until repealed, amended or rescinded in 
accordance with the terms of this charter. 

Section 2. The Mayor shall appoint, subject to 
confirmation by the Council as a whole, a Board 
of Public Education to consist of seven members. 
It shall be the duty of the Council to define 
by ordinance the terms of off‘ce, the salaries, if 
any, and the duties of the members of the Board 
of Education. 

Section 3. (Providing for the initiative and 
referendum applying to municipal legislation, and 
the recall applying to all elective officers of the 
city.) 

ARTICLE III. 
Amendments to This Charter. . 

Section 1. Amendments to this charter may be 
proposed either by petition of 15 per cent of the 
qualified voters of the City of St. Louis, ad- 
dressed to the City Council; or on the Council’s 
own initiative, and when proposed must be sub- 
mitted separately to a vote of the people. 


The foregoing plan of government blends (as in 
the German cities), the group of technically 
trained experts, heads of departments, with the 
group of councilmen coming direct from the peo- 
ple, selected by the people for their sound sense 
aud progressive spirit, and presumably acquainted 
with the wishes of the peaple. In this particular 
the plan meets the wise demand of Mayor Kiel for 
a mixture of technical skill with homely practical 
judgment ayd touch with local sentiment. 

The plan adopts the best feature of British city 
government, i. e., the centering of all policy-mak- 
ing authority, and of responsibility for selection 
of expert departmental chiefs, in the Council; it 
follows the British system in providing for con- 
stant supervision of departmental work by Council 
committees. 

‘Itrelieves the Mayor-General Manager from the 
time-wasting task of making appointments, except 
formally as the agency of the Council committees; 
it does not contemplate his taking any part in leg- 
islation; it leaves him, in short, wholly free to 
give his time and energy to executive tasks, pro- 
curing best possible results from the municipal 
machinery under his general command. 

There are two kinds or systems of city govern- 
ment in America—the Federal system, with its 
elected Mayor, two-chambered Assembly and its 
long list of elective administrative officers—and 
the commission system, with only five elective of- 
ficers, a Mayor and four Commissioners, who com- 
bine legislative and executive functions. 

The plan outlined above borrows from both, and 
from that best expression of the American genius 


‘for affairs—the chartered business corporation. It 
fails to provide for a Mayor-General’ Manager to} 


be employed, like departmental heads, by the 
Council Board of Directors, only because the Con- 
stitution of the State of Missouri, I am informed, 


shall provide for the election by the people of a 
chief ¢xecutive, and at least one legislative body. 
I.helieve the German plan, of hiring a Maver.

better. than the plan of popular election of this of- 


ficer, and I bélieve in due time our American 


cities will adopt the ‘crmer method. 


The plan méets the demand ofthe short ballot 
advocates, since, in no year would the voter be re- 
quired to select more than five elective officers—a 
Mayor and four Councilmen; it concentrates au- 
thority and responsibility, like the commission 
System; it holds out }!-ope to thé advocates of 
civil service that municipal offices may cease to be 
the spoils of professional politicians, and that the 
public service may, in due time, become as ef- 
ficient in all its parts as the best managed pri- 
vate business institytion. Above all, it frees the 
city, as the people’s business house, to undertake 
a wide range of communal enterprises which the 
experience of old world cities, and some in our 
own country, have proved can be, and ought to be 
conducted by municipal governments for the so- 
cial good, rather than by private companies for 
the profit of a few stockholders. 

Under the terms of the Constitution of the State 
of Missouri no.city in the State can ineur a 
bonded debt in excess of 5 per cent of its assess- 
ed valuation. If we are to replace political with 
business management in our city halls, we must 
raise that limit. No business house could make 
much growth, if it even succeeded in maintaining 
its existence, if restrained from borrowing more 
than 5 per cent of its assessed valuation. As mere 
political administrative organizations, our city 
governments are costing more than they are worth 
all over the United States. Taxpayers do not get 
a fair return for their money. The remedy for 
this condition is not to stand pat in our city gov- 
ernments while the whole outer world goes for- 
ward, but to set our cities free to go forward also. 

. The cities must be empowered to use their credit 
to obtain ownership of the valuable and profitable 
public utility properties which city growth creates 
and must utilize the profits derived from these 
utilities in reduction of tax rates, or in reduction 
cf utility charges, or in both ways. 

Glasgow, the Scotch city of a million inhabit- 
ants which has carried municipal ownership far- 
ther, and more successfully than any other British 
city, progressively cuts the rates for the service 
of its utilities, as it is able; thus one buys gas 
for lfghting and heating in Glasgow homes for 45 
cents a thousand cubic feet, and the city gives the 
consumer a stove or stoves free of cost; one rides 
in the municipal tram for a penny, almost any- 
where within the city center—a very large major- 
‘ity of all the fares are one-penny fares, lately re- 
duced from 2 cents to consume a rising surplus of 
revenue taken at the higher figure. The German 
cities do not, as a rule, reduce charges, although 
these are low as compared with charges for like 
services in American cities; they expend the 
earned surplus in other developments for the so- 
cial good. 

It may be such discussion as this is “In advance 
of the times” for American cities, as some of my 
conservative friends assure me. If that be true, 
then I can only conclude that we Americans, who 
pride ourselves on being the most progressive peo- 
ple alive, are not so, but the most nonprogressive 
among all the northern peoples, with respect to 
the new and difficult art of living happily and 
healthfully in cities. 

In conelusion, let me add that the plan out- 
lined above makes no provision for the courts of 
the city. It seemed wise to leave that detaii to be 
written in by the lawyers, lest the; be made peet- 
ish by a too great assumption of competency by 
a mere layman. : :

A Bridge Suggestion. 
To the Editor af the Post-Dispatch, 

I would like to make the following sue ention 
in regard to the completion of the free bridge 
wagon approaches. Let the city issue notes. beat- 
ng 4 per cent interest to pay fot the completion. 
Then charge all persons crossing the bridge say, 
2 cents or 3 cents each, to pay off the notes, and 
as soon at the notes are paid let the passage be 
free. This would be better than not using the 
bridge and would only delay the free passage a 
few years. 

A similar plan could be adopted for finishing 


the railroad approaches without increasing taxes, 


by charging a certain amount per car. That is tf 
the bond issue fails to pass.
